WASHINGTON, August 6.—Congressman Culbertson 
of Kentucky, who attempted suicide a week ago,

Mr. Culbertson's rash 
act recalls some interesting incidents of that nature 
among men who have preceded him in the House or 
Senate. One of the most prominent of these was 
the suicide of the Hon. Preston King, who for many 
years represented the State of New York in the 
Senate of the United States. He was a large man 
in figure and heart; a sort of David Davis, in person 
at least, and, like most men of large weight, was 
tender-hearted and sympathetic. He was appointed 
by President Andrew Johnson Collector of the Port 
of New York, after his retirement from the Senate. 
The duties of that office and the annoyances of its 
administration, particularly the appeals for 
position, bore upon the mind of Mr. King, 
and one day he was found missing. Efforts to 
und him were after a week successful, 
when his body was found floating in the river, at- 
tached to which was a twenty-five pound bag of shot. 
The tender-hearted Collector, driven to desperation 
by the appeals of office-seekers, had sought death 
in this manner. The suicide of so prominent a man 
created quite a sensation at that time, and it is well 
remembered by old New Yorkers in the Government 
service here yet.

Prospects for the Dissolution of the 
Tripartite Agreement.

The Eastern Trunk Line Pool—Stock Yards 
and Cattle Cars Fumigated— Reduction 
* 4m Freight Rates—Loeal Railroad 
Notes. 


Ono, August 6.—The representatives of the 
Iowa Trunk Lines, Union Pacific and the reads em 
braced in the Southwestern system, renewed their 
conference at 10:30 this morning. The result of 
their deliberations is now recognized as one of great 
importance, as affecting the further existenes af the 
tripartite agreement. It is now openly contested by 
some of the parties to the tripartite agreement 
that it has accomplished nothing and that 
it can no longer de maintained. Since 
its consummation the relations of many of the 
Western roads have changed. This is particularily 
true of the Northwestern Road since ita absorption 
of the Blair system of roads. This system controls 
certain local traffic in Nebraska, which has, 
under the tripartite agreement, been given to the 
roads in that pool at Omaha, The Northwestern 
management now asserts that that business belongs 
as thoroughly to thoir company as any local business 
in Iowa and Illinois, and will certainly be held by 


it, 
THE TRIPARTITE TO THE CONTRARY. 

Notwithstanding this was one of the claims urged 
bv the Burlington road when it was urged to join the 
tripartite and pool with the other lines the business 
of the Burlington and Missouri rage in Nebraska.

Three of these are the largest wards in the city, and 
it can be readily understood why the ring members 
should resort to such brazen e@xpedients as they 
ve, in order to carry them, That 
some remedy for the arbitrary and unfair 
action of the committee will he sought hy the large 
Democratic majorities who are injured by it, there 
is no doubt, and the indications for a very warm day 
on Saturday are exceeding flattering. The unfair- 
ness of the committee's work can be best shown hy 
a few official facts and ficures, The committee has 
seen fit to allow the Ninth Ward, which 
four years o cast only 433 votes, two 
voting places, which will, of course, give every 
Democrat an opportunity to cast his ballot. The 
Fourth Ward, however, which in 1880 cast 2,046 
votes, or nearly five times as many as the Ninth, is 
allowed but one voting place, situated at No, 1807 N. 
Seventh street, ar between ©'Fallon and Cass ave- 
nue, on Seventh street. This ward extends from 
Carr street. to Webster street, and from Eleventh 
the river. The polls are to 
remain open from 1 to 7 o'clook p. m. 
In the first piace it would be a physical impossibility 
to poll the vote of the ward at this one poll in the 
timie allowed were the Hancock vote cast. In the 
next place it would be absurd to expect a man livin 
up near Webster street, or down near Fourth an 
Carr, or up near Eleventh and Carr, to make the 
long trip nécessary to the exercise of his franchise, 
even though he were certain of getting in his vote 
op having it counted after he got it in. Two 
votieg places in a small ward, and one voting place 
in a ward five times as largo, is an inconsistency 
which does not admit of any honest explanation. 
The committee who is responsible for this state of 
affairs is Doc“ McGarry, a deputy of James Car- 
lisle, the Jury Commissioner. r. MeGarry wag the 
recipient of some very urgent requests that he af- 
ford the people of the ward larger voting 
facilities, and that, since there were to be two 
tiekets in the fleld, he allow each of them to have 
a repreannsaiive among the judges at each poll, Mr. 
McGarry, however, regarded these requests as

and refused to designate. more than one poll, or to 
allow the anti-ring element any representation in- 
side of it. Had he located the poll on the levee atthe 
foot of Carr street, and ailowed but one hour for 
receiving votes, there would have been no appeal 
from his ruling, so the outraged people have no 
remedy this side of the convention. 

The Tenth Ward offers much the same kind of a 
ease. Mr. Kenefick, Central Committeeman, of his own 
motion, offered to allow the friends of the Marma- 
duke interest the privilege of having one judge in 
each pol ling place, telling them at the same time 
that he favored the other ticket. They 
provided themselves with a 
unexceptional business men and 
property-owners, in order that he might make his 
selection from them. They sought him industrious- 
iY but were unable to find him until last night, at 
the cammittee meeting, when the list was submjtted 
to him. Hedeclared that it savored of dictation, 
and refused to appoint any men to represent the 
ticket opposed to the one which he favored. He 
had ake been asked designate as 
many as as the ward 
is very large, . its vote is 
nearly two thousand. He paid no attention to the 
request, but designated but two polls, one at Six- 
teenth street and Franklin avenue, and the other at 
Twenty-fourth and Morgan streets.

DEFYING THE LAW. 

If the Civil Service Reform Association de- 
sires to test the question whether there is any 
virtue in the civil service law, it can now begin 
onthe Republican National Committee. By 
what looks like an evasion but really is an open 
defiance and violation of the law, that commit- 
tee has put in full operation the old coercive 
machinery for extorting blackmail from the 
great army of Government employes, 

The committee is largely composed of men 
whose relations to the Government render them, 
by the express terms of the law, liable to punish- 
ment for goliciting or receiving, directly or in- 
directly, or being in any manner concerned 
in soliciting or receiving any assesament, sub- 
scription or contribution for any political pur- 
pose whatever, from any officer, clerk or em- 
ploye of the United States, or any department, 
branch, or bureau thereof, or from any person 
receiving any salary or compensation from 
moneys received from the Treasury of the 
United States.” 

The men named ip the law as forbidden to do 
this are Senators, Representatives, Territorial 
Delegates, all the officers and employes of either 
House of Congress, and all executive, judicial, 
military or naval officers of the United States, 
and all clerks or employes of any branch of the 
public service. Yet, while the Republican 
National Committee contains a number of such 
persons, it has appointed and authorized a com- 
mittee of ex-office holders to open an office in 
Washington and there solicit, demand and 
receive such forbidden contributions from the 
officers, clerks, employes and contractors, and 
to do this in the name and by the authority of 
the Republican National Committee, and with 
the declared understanding that the money is 
being collected for the use of said National 
Committee. The circulars sent to all clerks and 
employes state expressly that the collecting 
committee is acting by the request of the 
National Republican Committee, and is solicit- 
ing and receiying and collecting funds for its 
use in the present political campaign. 

Every Senator, Representative in Congress, 
or officer or employe of the United States who 
is a member of the Republican National 
Committee, is, therefore, now certainly en- 
gaged in soliciting and receiving, indi- 
rectly, through this authorized agency, 
the forbidden contributions. The law 
says that for being in any manner concerned 
in soliciting or receiving any assessment, sub- 
scription or contribution,” they shall be pun- 
ished with a fine not exceeding $5,000 or im- 
prisonment for not more than three years, or 
both, in the discretion of the court. 

The object of the law was to punish any act 
by men in official position which would lend to 
a request for campaign contributions the force 
and authority which go with official influence 
in the matter of appointments and removals. 
Therefore, the language of the law was purpose- 
ly made comprehensive enough to cover just 
such attempted evasions as this one. If the 
Civil Service Reform Association ‘‘has any sand 
in its craw,” it will begin proceedings at once, 
undeterred by the fact that BREWSTER is in the 
way.

IRELAND'S OPPORTUNITY. 


JOHN BRIGHT'sS speech at the Birmingham 
meeting is not the death knell of the Housé of 
Lords, nor does it necessarily foreshadow any 
serious attempt to execute his threat in regard 
to a further limitation of the legislative power 
of the peerage. Itis simply an expression of 
the popular will in regard to the suffrage bill, 
pitched in a key which never fails to secure the 
reasonably prompt submission of the hereditary 
branch of the English Parliament. 

The passage of the bill is only a question of 
months, and supplemented by a wise and just 
reapportionment of representation, its effect 
upon the situation of Ireland, if her sons 
shrewdly make the most of the oppor- 
tunity, must be great and beneficent. 
When they had an Irish Parliament before, 
it was on a basis of pocket-boroughs and limit- 
ed franchise which gave Ireland a mere sem- 
blance of home rule and her people the very 
mockery of self-government. Because that 
Parliament was rotten in ite constitution and 
proved wholly unworthy of the trust it event- 
ually betrayed for money, the assumed unfit- 
ness of the Irish for home rule has ever since 
been the convenient pretext for the alien mis- 
government with which she has been cursed. 
But a liberal extension of suffrage throughout 
the United Kingdom must logically result in 
according to Ireland at least that measure of 
home rule which has borne such good fruits 
in Scotland compared with those borne by 
Castle rule in Ireland. That rule is just 
now exhaling odors in which it cannot 
live long. Something better must take 
its place, and by devoting themselves 
to the acquisition of a rightful control over 
their own local affairs, while remaining a part 
of the British Empire and retaining a share in 
its Government, the Irish can reach the best 
attainable solution of their troubles, 

The great difficulty is that they are too liable 
to fall into dissension among themselves by 
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centrated on the effort to secure for Ireland 
even the smallest privileges of home 
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patient, persistent, and united action on the 
part of all her leaders they will never secure 
local self-government for Ireland.

The Financiat situation. 
Prom the New York World. 

The shipment of £360,000 gold from Liverpool last 
week for New York may be regarded as the in- 
auguration of an important movement of specie 
toward this country. The temporary firmness of 
sterling exchange on Saturday was nothing more 
than an incident in the course of the market toward 
the gold-importing point, having been the result of 
causes which can only be temporary. The WorLpD 
has for some time pointed out that an influx of 
specie was inevitable in consequence of the improve- 
ment in our foreign trade. The depression through 
which the country has passed resulted in enforeed 
economy on the part of the people, and with 
decreased consumption the importers ordered goods 
more sparingly than in previous years. Simultane- 
ously with this falling off in imports the foreign 
demand for our products increased, and Europe is 
already beginning to liquidate her indebtedness to 
us with specie. Interruptions in the movement of 
gold to this side may take place, but it is safe to 
look for very large imports before the close of the 
year, The time is rapidly approaching when the 
new crops will become an important factor in our 
commerce, and aa there bids fair to be a large de- 
ficiency in the harvests abroad our surplug will be 
marketed more rapidly than in 1888.

BILL POSEY. DESPERADO. 

He hada of rough chivalry in bis com- 
tion never molested women_nor chil- 
Bill was born at Horn Hill, Limestane 
County, and at the tender age of 16 began a 
criminal] career that made his name infamous. 

Texas was full of bad men then, and, as the bo 
was possessed of exceptional executive uali- 
ties, his d rate deeds speedily attrac at- 
tention —— flocked to his standard. He 
ered around him a lot of ferocious and 
oody-thirsty demons and boldly declared him- 
self and his band outlaws. He was a modern 
Robin Hood, but he was lacking in those ro- 
mantic qualities which made the Lincoln out- 
* a hero. Bill Posey declared war against his 
ellowmen, and neither asked nor gave quarter. 
He stole horses, mules and cattle, not by stealth 
and at night, but openly in the broad light of 
day. He would ride up toe ranch, round up” 
the herd and drive it off, the owner being pow- 
erless to prevent him. So industriously did he 
work, and so much tribute did he exact from 
the German farmers that he was always liber- 
ally supplied with money, which he dis- 
bursed with the most reckless prodigality. 
After disposing of the results of his forays he 
would go into one of the little German towns 
and spend his money, continuing his debauch 
until he was penniless. On these occasions, 
while under the influence of liquor, he commit- 
ted most of the crimes which made his name a 
terror. Once after a successful raid through 
Comal county, be returnéd with his pockets 
full of money and rode into New Braunfels to 
nd it. As usual he was accompanied by his 
entire band. They filled themselves full of 
fighting whisky and then, mouniing their 
horses, proceeded to “shoot a the town.” Yell- 
ing like demons they rode through the quiet 
streets, shouting their pistols in the air and 
frightening the quiet-loving Germans nearly to 
death, They drove the people indoors and 
closed every place of business in town except 
one saloon, which Posey compelled the terrified 
proprietor to k ep open for the accommodation 
of himself and band. Every few minutes the 
outlaws would ride up to the door of this saloon, 
dismount and at the muzzles of their six-shoot- 
ers, compel the Teutonic barkeeper to “set em 

up.” 


CAPTURING A SHERIFF'S POSSE. 

While this wild carnival was at its height the 
Sheriff of Comal County, a cool and resolute 
fellow, was urging the timid citizens to unite 
and put down the riot, He finally succeeded in 
inducing fifteen or twenty men to follow him.

TURGENIEFF'’S REMINISCENCES. 


Early Days of the Greatest Slavonic 
Writer of Our Time. 
From the Fall Mall Gazette. 

While the writings of Turgenieff, the greatest 
Slavonic writer of our time, are becoming bot- 
ter known in this country, little or nothing of 
his younger days has hitherto been published, 
A Russian riodical, however, has recently 
eee some details which Turgenieff is said 

have communicated toa friend on his last 
visit to Russia, which are full of interest. He 
seems to have been a precocious child and often 
embarrassed his mother by his uncalled-for re- 
marks, after the customary fashion of the en- 
fant terrible. Once, when he wasa boy of 6 
years. he was introduced to an old princess who 
was held in great reverence by Turgenieff’s 
mother, Her ap ce was quaint, so quaint, 
indeed, that the child, instead of making the 
orthodox bow, called out at the top of his 
voice: Why, you look exactly like a monkey. 
On another occasion the poet Dmitrieff paid a 
visit to Turgenieff’s home, and on seeing him 
the boy looked at him fora while, and then, to 
the horror of his mother, said; Thy 
fables are good, but Kirloff’s are bet- 
ter.” This was sound criticism, of course: 
but the youthful critic received a bodily 
yunishment the memory of which recurred to 

urgenieff whenever the name of Dmitrieff was 
was mentioned in his hearing. His mother, 
however, only punished his bad manners, not his 
criticism, for of Dmitrieff’s fables she thought 
as little of as the rest of modern Russian liter- 
ature. She died im 1850 without ever having 
read any of her son’s works. For her Pushkin 
was the last Russian author, and after him there 
existed, in her opinion, no Russian literature 
If Turgenieff derived little advantage from his 
mother, he does not appear to have been partic- 
ularly indebted to his many tutors, of whom 
his reminiscences are mostly humorous. His 
German teacher subsequently developed into a 
saddier without occupation, who entered Tur- 
genieff’s home accompanied by a coged crow, 
and whom the servants rightly called ‘‘tramp.” 
The Russian teacher, red-nosed and well versed 
in the literature of his country, was accurate 
and steady, and rarely missed a lesson. If such 
a thing happened he usually had a good excuse, 
as, for instance: Gentlemen,“ he said one day 
when he appeared several hours too late, with 
a nose redder than ever—,‘gentlemen, I had to 
miss these lessons because | have got married: 
and as n occurs only once in 
life, I have held it to be my duty to drink as 
much as I could.” 


Much has been said and written about Turge- 
nieff’s deep study of Hegel; but from his own 
—1＋ the matter his devotion to Hegelian 

ilosophy was varied by quite as enthusiastic 
a devotion torat-catching. This is what he 
himself says about it: In spite of my twenty- 
one or twenty-two years, I was still half a boy, 
Let the reader judge for himself. Now I read 
Hegel and studied philosophy, and now my 
mentor and I found amusement in teaching a 
dog, which Ihad acquired by chance. With 
this dog I had much trouble, as I was teaching 
him to catch rats.

mings of the house are made of a remarkable 
stone, a quantity of which underlies Mrs, Sher- 
man’s farm east of the city. That used by the 
Senator comes from a quarry onan adjacent 
estate. It is a reddish sandstone mottled and 
grained with many different colored veins, At 
some places it looks like a section of knotted,gnar- 
led wood, and at others like the veins of a half 
rotten stump carefully polished. The veins are 
of different widths, they wind and twist 
themselves around into all conceivable shapes. 
Now a number of them will run in parallel 
curves, now they twist themselves into as many 
rings as the snakes of the Laocoon, and now 
they stand out in all directions like the hair of 
Medusa. Well trimmed and polished and cut 
into beautiful shapes, their color matches well 
with the dark of the house, and in front 
where they show out prominently above the 
door and hold up the great porch they form a 
finish richer ant more beautiful than any stone 
tcan be procured anywhere. The interior 
of the house, however, will be its chief feature. 
It has many rooms and they are large and airy, 
with high callings The halls are so wide that 
a wagonloail of hay could be driven through 
them. They run through the center of the 
house, are arranged with a sort 
ofan L at the back so that every room 
on each floor opens into its respective 
hall. The carpenters were busy at work here 
several days ago when I passed through the 
house in company with Senator Sherman, We 
went together throughout the three storics, 
carefully stepping up the partially made stairs, 
stooping low as we moved around through the 
scaffolding, and going through a number of 
large windowed rooms, giving a series of views 
which extended far and wide over the rich 
farms and wooded hills of Richland County. 
The house itself is situated on some of the high- 
est ground in the State of Ohio. It has a large 
lawn filled with shrubbery, a fine orchard, and 
fields surrounding it making up an estate of 
about fourteen acres. It fronts on Market 
street, the finest in Mansfield, and is well to the 
west of the city. Several of these windows 
overlook the city, and there are none of them 
but that give beautiful country views as well, 
These large halls and easy staircases are fin- 
ished in a beautiful red cherry, highly polished, 
and in places elegantly carved. Eachof the 
rooms is finished in a different kind of choice 
woad, and each of them contains a fireplace and 
mantel trimmed in the same material. The 
dining-room, for instance, is of a rich oak with 
its sideboard to match. The kitchen is finished 
infine yellow pine of a beautiful grain and 
mighty polished. The sitting-room, I think, in 
mottled or bird's eye poplar, and the library in 
some other rich ied The shelves in the 
library are built close up against the wall, and 
their chief ornamentation is the books resting 
upon them. A large library table sits in the 
center of the room, and this to-day was covered 
with books and papers. Before this time Sena- 
tor Sherman had his library in the third story, 
but now he has removed it to the ground floor, 
putting it in the northeast corner of the house, 
adjoining Mrs. Sherman’s sitting-room, which 
lies between it and the parlor. It is a large 
room, well lighted and airy, with several win- 
dows looking out upon the lawn. Every 
room in 0 ouse an elec- 
tric bell, and all the chambers are fur- 
nished with modern conveniences. 
It will be a splendjd place for entertaining, and 
it will continue for many years as one of the 
historic mansions of the country. It is a remark- 
ably comfortable house, and is rich without 
being extravagant and gaudy. That which 
constitutes the soul of the house is still to be 
added. As yet no curtains have been put up, 
and the glitter and polish of the furniture and 
brass-work are absent. In two weeks, how- 
ever, all wilh be complete. The. pictures will 
be on the walls, the fine rugs partially hide the 
well-joined floors, and bright chandeliers will 
throw their rays over the thousand and one 
things which so much more than wood-work 
and masonry go to tell the character of the 
inner life of a house, or the tastes of its inmates. 
As it is, it compares well with the other homes 
of great statesinen. Clay, Webster, and Cal- 
houn had but ordinary houses, and Buchanan's 
Wheatiands, near Lancaster, though located 
much the same as Senator Sherman's home,

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A WIFE'S LETTER. 


A Husband's Right to It Sustained by 
the French Courts. 
Paris Cor. New Orieans Picayune. 


French law makes adifference between the 
inviolability of the letters of a husband and 
wife. Acertain M. Savageot, of Compiegne, 
having doybtsas tothe fidelity of his other 
half, and seeing her one day a letter 
which he suspected was addressed to a certain 
person residing in a neighboring town, entered 
the office and, by telling the clerk that he had 
dropped it into the box by mistake, induced 
that oflicial to give this letterupto him. He 
then opened it, and its contents left no room 
for doubting the criminal relations of Mme. 
Savageot with the man to whom it was ad- 
dressed. Armed with this piece of evidence, 
the husband brought a charge of adultery 
against hic wife. At the trial the lawyer for 
Mme. Savageot asked that the letter be ruled 
out—first, because it was offered without the 
consent of the person to whom it was ad- 

, and secondly, because the husband 
obtained possession of it by by criminal means. 
The court decided that while, as a general 
rule, all correspondence is inviolable, ＋. that 
a confidential letter can not be made public 
without the consent both of its writer and of 
the n to whom it is addressed, this 
rule does not apply in the case of a clandestine 
correspndence between a married woman and a 
third person; the husband, as the guardian of 
the conjugal honor, has the right, and it is even 
his duty, to inspect such a correspondence, and 
ti seize it if necessary, in order, if for no other 
reason, to protect is wife against her own 
shortcomings. Such being the case, it was no 
use to examine the means employed by Mr. 
Ra vageot in order to obtain possession of the 
letter in question, as he had the right to force 
any one in whose possession he might have 
found the letter to deliver it to bim. ‘he letter 
was accorniingly read in evidence, and the court 
pronounced a separation between the husband 
and wife, condemning the latter to three 
months in the House of Correction. This is 
not the first time that Such a decision has been 
made, The court of Brussels decided a few 
years * that a husband had a right to use in 
court a letter written by his wife which be had 
intercepted; at Nimes, a husband was allowed 
to offer in evidence letters written by his wife 
to her mother, which he had gotten possession 
8 by means of violence; and only last year the

The Ways and Means Committee of the House of 
Delegates held a meeting yesterday afternoon to 
consider the sanitary appropriation bill, and Gen.

He was questioned by 
Chairman Slevin and Judge Terry as to the neces- 
sity for the appropriation and how it was to be used, 
and Judge Terry's inquiries showed clearly that he 
was one of those who were disposed to take the mat- 
ter out of the hands of the Health 
Department and refer it to the police. After 
stating fully why he desired to employ men for in- 
spection purposes, ins of relying on the police, 
the General said that he did not — * to pay the 
inspectors more t $50 per month, as he could get 
good men for that.
